6 A fuel. dump with a spur track, which was guarded by Soviet frmy troops, was 
about 600 meters south of Vorderheide railroad station, east of the railroad 
line to Lliegnitz. This installation, formerly belonging to the Economic Research 
Society, was used by the Soviets until the spring of 1916 for the storage of 
aircraft bombs. It was used for the storage of aircraft spare parts up to July 
198. The bombs were shipped to an unknown destination, whereas the aircraft 
spare parts were shippec to the former armunition Cepot in Schoenborn. After 
fugust 1943, the entire fuel dump was used for the storage of fuel. for the 
Red Army, but net for the Soviet Air Force. (3). Sovict soldiers said that an 
air force fuel dump was located in Sagan (0 52/B 26). (h)
